Lacombe Experimental Farm 
In these days of wheat surpluses 


a ec ee ecm ee ee. 
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there is a natural tendency to 
look for every possible channel 
of quick cash returns and mallt- 
ing barley with its attractive 
premium has met with favor. 

Yet, points out Mr. McFadden 
much of the barley grown in 
Alberta is fed, and the man who 
intends to feed his barley might 
well consider growing a feed 
variety. The present call for 
seed in the province is chiefly 
for O.A.C. 21, Montcalm and 
Olli, all of which are acceptable 
to the malting trade. O.A.C. 21 
and Montcalm are relatively 
late maturing while Olli is a 
very early maturing variety. 
Feed varieties comparable in 
rate of maturity with O.A.C, 2! 
and Montcalm are Vantage and 
Husky, both of which give con- 
siderably higher yields. Wolfe 
and Gateway, while slightly lat- 
er maturing than Olli, produce 
on the average somewhat high- 
er yields than this variety. 

This does not mean, says Mr. 
McFadden, that the man who is 
feeding part and selling part of 
his barley crop might not be 
better off by producing malting 
rather than feed barley. The 
man who is feeding all he grows 
however, might well consider 
the variety of greatest yield.
